Chester, one of the most promin­ 
ent and most belov ed of the city’s 
residents. 


Mr. Chester died at Hot Springs, 
Ark ., after sev eral week s’ serious ill- 
m-ss, from which it was k nown 
he! 
could hardly surv iv e though hi» hun­ 
dreds of friends hoped against hope 
and were cheered up now and then 
by news of gains and rallies. 
J . K. Chaster was born in I S 43 and] 
came to Sterling in lg6 9 and since \ 
then has been activ ely engaged 
in 
the mercantile business here, He was I 
the owner of the biggest retail etoro ! 
in Sterling, which business he built 
upn, was a strong church man and 
one of the founders of the Y. M. C.] 
A, In Sterling. He was also a direc-1 
tor in the First National bank . 
His wife, who was with him when 
he died, and one daughter, Mrs. J . 1 
A. Kilgour, surv iv e him. 
The remains of the honorable gen j 
41 ernan will be brought to Sterling 
Saturday, the funeral date lias not) 
yet been decided upon.
